PARIS, Oct. 20 (Associated Press).— 
Complete and rigid control of all Ger- 
man finances, power to veto expendi- 
tures and regulate taxation, and author- 
ity to dictate the arrangement of the 
budgets of the various German States 
are among the chief proposals contained 
‘in the plan of the French Government 
for a solution of Germany’s financial 
difficulties and for placing that country 
in a position to meet her reparations 
payments.

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Prices Will Stay Up, Harvard Experts Say; 
Prewar Level Is Not Expected in a Decade 


BOSTON, Oct. 20.—The. Harvarg com- 

ittee on economic research has -no ex- 
pectation of a drop in prices to the pre- 
war level during the next ten.-years, 
Professor Charles J. Bullock, Chairman 
of the committee, said in an address at 
the Harvard Club ‘tonight at the first 
session of a national ‘conference of .sub- 
scribers. to the Harvard Economic Ser- 
vice. The committee, he added, could 
not accept the conclusion that prices 
must return .to a prewar normal, be- 
cause prices had reverted to their former 
levels after previous periods of currency 
inflation in the early and middle parts 
of the nineteenth century. 

“The committee cannot find,” he said, 
“that the governing conditions exist to- 
day which brought about lower. price 
levels in the past. The gold situation 
must first be considered. Upon all the 
evidence we have concluded that mon- 
etary stocks of gold will continue to in- 
vrease at the rate of approximately 


$150,000,000 per annum during the next 
eight years, and this means a larger 
annual increment than the world has 
ever had, except during the few years 
prior to 1915.

IN BRECKMAN RAGE 


The Providence News Injects 
Issue of Newberryism Into 
Rhode Island Campaign. 


$1,500 PAYMENT ALLEGED 


Republicans Deny Move to Buy 
Democrats and Say Money 
Was for Political Work.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 20.—In an 
attempt to inject the issue of ‘' New- 
berryism "' into the Rhode Island cam- 
paign, The Providence News charged 
today that an attempt was being made 
to bribe Derrocrats to support former 
Governor R. Livingston Beeckman, Re- 
publican nominee for. United States 
Senator, who is running against Senator 
Peter G. Gerry. 

The specific charge made is the pay- 
ment of $1,500 in cash to Herve J. La- 
gace of Woonsocket by J. Henry Reu- 
ter, secretaty to Beeckman when the 
latter WAS Governor and now actively 
identified in the conduct of his cam- 
paign. Arrangements for the payment 
were said to have been made by Reuter 
immediately after Lagace, who had con- 
sulted other Democrats and been told 
to go ahead, had talked with Beeckman. 
The payment was said to have. been 
made the following day by three $500 
bills in Room 307 of the Providence- 
Biltmore Hotel. 

The News substantiated its charge by 
publishing an affidavit by Lagace, a 
photograph of a merorandum alleged to 
have been written by Reuter directing 
Lagace to call him over the phone by 
a fictitious name, and a photograph of 
the three $500 bills said to have been 
received by Lagace.

Cites Education Salaries. 


“In the Department of Education a 
man in charge of the supplies receives 
$9,000 a year, and all he has to do is 
to look after the purchases of supplies. 
The President of the City College re- 
ceives $12,000 a year, in addition to 
which he has a beautiful residence. 
This residence is worth’probably $10,000 
a year to him, for it is supplied with |} 
light and heat. This man has been here 
only seven years from the State of 
Texas. There are many positions held 
by men who do practically little work.’’ 

Maurice IE. Connolly, Borough Presi- 
dent of Queens, pointed out that the 
thirteen hedds of city departments had 
been paid the same salaries, $7,500 each, 
for the last twenty-five years. 

‘* Yes,’’ said the Mayor, ‘‘ we thought 
that something ought to have been

Greek Evacuation Leaves Towns 
Desolate as if Swept by Disease.

ADRIANOPLE, Oct. 19.—Adrianople 
now resembles a city which has. been 
swept by a great pestilence, as do half | 
a dozen other important towns of East- | 
ern Thrace. [Every village, town and/| 
hamlet has already been or is being | 
emptied, with the people carrying their | 
household goods, animals and_ even! 
parts of their homes. Thrace has eer 


before seen such an exodus, not even 
in the last Balkan War, and for the} 
Near East it is thus far surprisingly 
orderly. 

The converging roads leading to | 
Adrianople for the past week have been 
endless Hines of bullock wagons, piled | 
high with all their worldly goods, the} 
people walking afoot beside them. One 
line entering Adrianople from the east 
is seventy miles long. it winds over 
hills, into valleys and through deserted 
villages whose inhabitants have already 
joined the trek toward Greece. In the} 
line are men, women and children, for 
the most part barefooted, who in places 
have to wade up to their knees through 
mud and water, At the old Jewish and 
Turkish cemeteries on the outskirts of 
Adrianople one can see them coming as 
far as the eye can reach over the bar- 
ren brown plains. 

Although it was the Allies’ intention} 
to move the Greek troops first, the 
civilians are belng evacuated before the 
soldiers, as they became. panicky as 
soon as they saw the first Greek soldier 
leave and said they wouldn't wait, fear- 
ing persecution from the Turks after 
the departure of the troops, and refus- 
ing to place confidence in the protection 
of the Allied detachments. 

For two days it has been raining hard. 
In the gray light the landscape looks in- 
describably desolate. The endless pro- 
cession continues to move through the 
night, and while the rain falls in tor- 
rents the moving lights of dim lanterns 
throw shadows across the roads. From 
the hilltops the long lines look like 
an army of phantoms. Al] the time one 
hears the cries of bables, the music of 
cattle bells and the groaning of heavy 
ox-carts. 

Some families have been five days on 
the road, and when they reached 
Adrianople their clothing had heen 
drenched repeatedly and dried again on 
their backs They spent the nights with- 
out shelter in the pelting rain and cold 
winds, their only warmth being what 
they gained from sleeping with their 
cattle. 

In these lines of wagons drawn by 
bullocks, water buffaloes and mules, 
but for the most part by patient oxen, 
are not onty simple peasants with their 
full faces and healthy color, but pros- 
perous farmers and well dressed city 
folk, with a knowledge of French and 
English. All jog along uncemplaining 
and accepting their fate as if it was to 
have been expected. 

There are some exceptions, I saw 
a Greek today who had lived In New 
York. He shook his fist at a burning 
village and swore vengeance on those 
who made war and its resultant perse- 
cutions. Many refugees have asked me 
what kind-hearted America was going 
to do. :

Small Guard Is Landed, Ajong

JAPANESE TO QUIT CITY 


Tokio Announces That Reds Won't 
Enter It Until Japan’s Forces 


Have Evacuated. 


VLADIVOSTOK, Oct. 20 (Associated 
Press).—American and British marines 
were landed here today to guard the 
consulates of the two natiofis. 

The Legislative Assembly of the 
Priamur Government, refusing to ac- 
cept responsibility for the protection of 
foreigners, General Dieterichs yesterday 
ordered all civilians to leave Viadivos- 
tok for China. 

Ships are being commandeered for the 
conveyance of the evacuating inhabi- 
tants. The Japanese commander here 
has moved his headquarters aboard a 
transport, . 


MOSCOW, Oct. 20 (Associated Press). 
—The Far Eastern Red Army is within 
fifteen miles of Vladivostok, according 
to a dispatch received here trom Chita. 


TOKIO, Oct. 20 (Associated Press).— 
Baron Uchida, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, announces that the Soviet forces 
advancing upon Vladivostok have agreed 
not to enter the capital until it has been 
completely evacuated by tne Japanese 
troops. it is expected that the last of 
the Japanese soldiers will be out by 
Thursday. 

The announcement lightens a cloudy 
situation .in Viadivostok. Dispatches 
had stated that the Reds resented being 
asktd to negotiate regarding movement 
of Russian soldiers on Russian soil, and 
it was feared that an atternpt mignt be 
made to take over the capital before 
the Japanese evacuation was completed. 
A clash between the Japanese and Chita 
troops has been reported. 


PEKING, Oct. 20 (Associated Press). 
—The Chinese Government is sending 
warships to Vladivostok to protect the 
Chinese residents there. The Military 
Governor of Heilung Kiang has been 
instructed to send reinforcements to the 
border to prevent the routed White 
Guards from entering.

OPPOSE IMMIGRATION LIMIT. 


Hardware Men Cail ‘Flexible Tariff’ 
Step to Rid It of Politics.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct. 20.— 
Limitation of immigration into the 
United States to any fixed number was 
opposed in a resolution adopted today 
at the convention of the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association. 
The delegates met here with the Na- 
tional Hardware Association, composed 
of jobbers and retailers. 

The manufacturers favored the adop- 


tion of ‘‘ selective tests in order that 
such omtereste may be admitted as 
would beneficially assimilate with Amer- 
ican citizenship,’’ and declared that 
tests of admission should be applied at 
port of embarkation as well as on ar- 
rival. 

The retailers and the jobbers approved 
the ‘flexible tariff’'’ as a ‘‘ step for- 
ward to taking the tariff out of polities.” 
The resolution urged that the powers of 
tre Tariff Commission be extended from 
time to time, ‘'so that the tariff may 
be more and more controlled by the wis- 
dom of experts.’’ 


NO VERDICT IN MURDER TRIAL

DAUGHERTY URGES _. 
PRESS TO UPHOLD LAWS 


Says Newspaper Ridicule of Them 
Tends to Destroy American 
Institutions. 


~ 


CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—No organization 
or combination of organizations, no mat- 
ter what their pretended purpose, can 
be above the law. This was the declara- 
tion of Attorney General Harry M. 
Daugherty declared in an address before 
the annual convention of the Audit 
Bureau of Circulation here tonight. 
“We must be one people, one union— 
and that the American Union,” he as- 
serted. / 

Emphasizing the responsibility of the 
press to the country, the Attorney Gen- 
eral declared that, next to the home, 
school and church, the newspaper had 
the greatest power for good or evil. 

“Whenever a newspaper ridicules a 


law, plays up a policy of contempt for | 


law and its enforcement and in its news 


and editorial columns fosters law- 
breaking, that newspaper is doing more 
to destroy. American institutions than a 
Federal Judge can do to maintain 
them,”’ he ‘asserted. 

Declaring the public press on the 
whole to be fair and honest, the Attor- 
ney General continued: 

“No man in public life who is pos- 
sessed of vision and realizes his respon- 
sibility to Government would favor 
regulation of the public press by law, 
but it is obvious that the power of the 
press must not be used to foster disre- 
spect for our Government and disobedi- 
ence to its laws.’’ 

Mr. Daugherty said that a national 
press founded on-sincerity, justice and 
faith was an immutable force for good, 
and added: 

‘*I believe the great metropolitan 
journals, powerful magazines and press 
associations owe a duty to Government 
no whit less than the humblest immi- 
grant admitted to our shores.’’ 

He said that the influence of the pross 
should be lent to the task of repressing 
the despoilers of national ideals and 
added that ‘‘ mockery of our laws end 
our courts, the desecration of the senti- 
ments of our people, must stop, and no 
agency is better equipped to stop it than 
the press.’’ 

The Attorney General advocated a 
daily or weekly official journal in which 
all Government pronouncements might 
be published, saying that while this 
would not relieve the press of its respon- 
sibility, it should be an ald to both the 
press and the people.

Press Nearly Unanimous in Voic- 


ing Relief That Lloyd George 
Is Out of Office. 


BLAMED FOR MANY ILLS 


Nationalists Express Confidence In 
Bonar Law, While Others Take a 
Cautious View of Future Policy.

It has been Lioyd George who took the 
lion’s share of the spoils for Englard, 
iuioyd George who kept the Germans | 
from paying France, L oyd George this;

em for two years and more. 

rom the psyehologic angle one might 
try to axpiarn the nasty comments of 
the French press by the general Gallic 
attitude toward a discomfited opponent. 
For as such is Lloyd George-.re arded. | 
This attitude is different from that an 
Anglo-Saxon would show in like circum- 
etances. 

But over and abeve and aside from 
the unanimous abuse heaped on the re- 
tiring Prime Minister, the general feel- 
ing among thinking Frenchmen is ex- | 
pressed by the hope his successor will be 
more tolerant of French foreign policy, 
and that thus there may be brought 
about a rejuvenation of the Ertente cor- 
dial. In other words, the French hope 
the next British Premier will take a/| 
firmer stand toward Germany, for that | 
is the keynote of French foreign policy. | 
France will co-operate to promote Eng- 
lish interests anywhere in the world if | 
England will follow her in efforts to en- 
force her rights under the Versailles 
treaty as France sees those rights. 


Nationalist Trust in Bonar Law. 


The Nationalist press, while seeing 
great gain for France in the going of 
Lioyd George, at the same time express 
atrange confidence and faith in Bonar 
Law, who, for a long time, has followed | 
Lloyd George most closely in his foreign } 
policy. There may be an element of op- 
portunist flattery in these expressions. | 

The most studied French comment is} 
that of the Temps, which urges the 
French to be just.

LONDON, Oct. 20.—Andrew Bonar 
Law, who has been asked by the King 
to form a government to succeed the 
Lloyd George Ministry, authorized 
today the following announcement: 

“For the moment I am a private 
citizen. 1 shall not seek dissolution 
before the Conservative meeting on 
Monday. If elected-leader of the Con- 
servative Party then I may be in a po- 
sition to advise the King to order im- 
mediately the disgolution of Parliament. 
This, of course, would give us plenty of 
time to get the Irish Home Rule bill 
through.” 

The allusion to the Irish bill is to the 
fact that under the Irish treaty the 
Heuse of Commons must ratify the 


treaty before Dec. 6 if the bargain ‘with 
| the Irish people is to be kept, and ap- 
|/parently ‘Mr. Bonar Law thought that 
at an immediate dissolution were de- 
cided upon there would be time to elect 
a new Parliament before it was nec- 
essary to take up the Irish Dill.

Experience of temporary moratoriums, 
says M. Barthou, -have proved in no 
way convincing that a new moratorium 
woud improve the situation. Other so- 
lutions and other measures are needed, 
and among the first which is envisaged 
is stabilization of the German budget 
‘* by the absolute interdiction of further 
inflation.’’ 

In order to produce this desirable re- 
sult, M. Barthou continues, there must 
be ‘‘ rigorous control of the budget of 
the Reich, and, if necessary, of the 
budgets of the German States. This 
eontrol should not be limited simply to 
supervision, but should have an effective 
force on the finances of the Reich.’’ 

In order that this control should pe 
effective, the French delegate suggests 
that the powers of the Committee on 
Guarantées be interpreted in such a way 
as to allow it full liberty to dictate to 
the German Government on matters 
beth of expenditure and income. For 
this purpose it should be transferred to 
Berlin and should be given full powers 
to inguire into every detail of German 
finances, fix the minimum taxation and 
maximum expenditure, increase at will 
when it thinks necessary the amount of 
taxation in order to include in the 
budget the reparations payments due. 
The right to report the voluntary faflure 
of Germany to fulfill her obligations 
and provision for sanctions is of course 
included in the French proposals as to 
powers of the committee. 

Further, the German Treasury must 
not try to raise any loans without the’ 
consent of the committee, and the Reich- 
bank is forbidden to discount Treasury 
bonds. Such a program as that, the 
note adds, is, of course, beyond the 
scope of the commission and must be 
decided on by the allied Governments. 
The French proposals may be regarded 
as a timely statement to the incoming 
British Government of the minimum 
terms on which France will discuss the 
reparations problem. The intention of 
the Government is evidently to try once 
more to give the British the choice te- 
tween debt cancellation and’ comp/ate 
control of Germany by allied officials 
backed by allied armies. 


Political Document, Britis Declare. 


Such at least the choice appears to 
the British delegate on the Reparation 
Commission, who described the French 
note this evening as “in no sense 
a financial document, but a political 
document of first rate importance which 
certainly has no place in the discus 
sions of the commissign.”’ 


Here are the seven proposals which

IN PEACE CONFERENCE 


Tells England and Italy. Russia 
Will Insist on Fult Partici- 
pation in It. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 20 (Associated Press). 
~The repeated refusal of the powers to 


take into consideration Russia's most 
elementary and just demands, far from 
contributing tothe consolidation of a 
general peace, creates conditions which 
are likely to bring serious international 
complications, says the. note addressed 
to great Britain and Italy by the Soviet 
Foreign Minister, George Tchitcherin. 

Considering Russia’s geographical posi- 
tion and the political bonds uniting her 
with some of the Black Sea States, says 
the note, it should be quite evident trat 
a peaceful solution of the Near Eastern 
problem is impossible without Soviet 
participaiton in the treaty negotiations. 

It is pointed out that, having recog- 
nized, by the treaty of March, 1921, the 
Turkish frontier as laid down by_the 
Angora national pact, the Russian Gov- 
ernment thereby took an effective part 
in. solvin the Near East + aan 1 
without Hmiting itself to consideration 
of the status of the Straits of the Dar- 
danelles and the Bosporus. The Straits 
question, it is added, cannot be sepa- 
rated from the problem as a whole, and 
if it were submitted to a separate con- 
ference no tangible results could ensue.

PEACE CONFERENCE NOV. 13. 


Tentatively Set for That Date at 
Lausanne, Switzerland. 


PARIS, Oct. 20 (Associated Press).—

has been tentatively set for Nov. 13 at 


Lausanne. The preliminary conference, 
which it had been proposed to hold to- 
Was abandoned after 
France had refused to approve of Lon- 
don as the meeting place. 

Whether the conference proper will 
have to be further delayed depends upon 
the British political situation.

by blaming the Governmental machin- 
| ery for the cost of government during 
} the Smith administratihn. 
*“*For two years,’’ Governor: Miller 
| said, ‘the Governor of this State sold 
| good- -fellowship, not to all of the people, 
but fo some of the people, but all of the 
people paid the price. 
| ‘** The fact is that under Mr. Smith the 
| | habit of spending had gained such mo- 
mentum that the heads of departments 
under his administration: said that $60,- 
| 000,000 was required for the pext year. 
| I have a right to say that “ne major 
part of that increase would have been 
| granted. I have the right to say, also, 
| that the cost of government would «have 
continued to increase under him, from 
the fact that the cost of Tammany 
| government in the City of New York in- 
| creased $70,000,000 during the last two 
‘years, when the cost of the State gov- 
ernment was going down, eTammany 
' eontrol at Albany would have had the 
sare effect as Tammany control in 


New York City.

We have been selling it not to 
gome of the people, but to all of the 

ople—more service, better service—and 
Phat service has cost the people twenty- 
two millions of dollars less than all of 
the people contributed the last year of 
Mr. Smith’s administration for a gov- 
ernment to please only a part of the 
people. 

‘ Now, on this, to satisfy him, I will 
again quote authority, the same finan- 
cial statement of the State’ Controller. 
Whereas the taxes collected in his last 
year. .were $147,300,000, the taxes last 


* year collected fow the support of gov- 


ernment were only $125,300,000, a reduc- 
tion of $22,000,000. 

“It is true a little over two millions 
were taken from the surplus, leaving a 
net saving to the taxpayers of the State 
of twenty millions. That'is the differ- 
ence, measured in dollars, to the tax- 
payers between’the purchase by all of 
favors extended to a few and the pur- 
chase by all of service rendered to all.

That, is a most 
conservative est{mate, because at the 
rate that had been established it would 
have been reasonable to assert that the 
increase would have been $160,000,000. 
Now, how would Mr. Smith have fi- 
nanced that increase? 


Additions in Tax Levies. 


**Tf he had stayed in, would he have 
doubled that $17,000,000 in order to have 
provided for the continuing mounting 
cost of Government which he said he 
was powerless to stop? He added 1 per 
cent. tax to the 3% per cent. tax on 
manufacturing and mercantile corporn- 
tions and that yielded $14,000,000 in his 
last year. That plainly was added to the 
cost of living, because of all taxes the 
tax on mercantile and manufacturing 

rofits is the easiest to be pagsed on to 
he consumer. If he had continued in 
office, would he have doubled that tax 
to have produced another $14,000,000? 

**He added $22,000,000 to the tax on 
real estate, to the tax which certainly 
is paid by the rent payers. He may say 
that-that went to pay teachers’ salaries, 
and so it did. 

“Tf he had stayed in would he have 
mdded another $22,000,000 to already 
overburdened real estate? 


Attacks Only Lawless Labor. 


“Last night at Syracuse he asserted 
that Fhad undertaken to discredit labor 
by accusing labor of lawlessness. I have 
made” no such acéusation. I have de- 
fended labor. I know that the men and 
women of this State who earn a living 
with their hands respect the institutions 
of their country and believe in law and 
order. I have arraigned the lawless 


element which discredits labor. I have 
ned lawlessness. 

“IT have said that labor should con- 
stantly strive to improve its leadership, 
and have not hesitated to condemn 
certain labor leaders who exploit both 
the public and their own followers. Some 
of them are now serving terms in 
State’s prison, having been convicted of 
doing precisely that thing. . 

Turning to the traction issue, Gover- 
nor Miller referred to Mr. Smith's state- 
ment that had he had his way he would 
have conferred greater power upon the 
local authorities as to public utilities 
wholly within a municipality.

Iowa, which conquered Yale a week 
ago, appears to outclass Illinois by a 
wide margin, but an upset in predic- 
tions is not an impossibility.

Minnesota is a heavy favorite over 
Northwestern, but Northwestern's 
chances are regarded as vastly superior 
to what they were against Chicago last 
week.

HAZING AT ANNAPOLIS,

The vastly increased material assis- 
tance given by the State to all the 
districts of the State in Governor 
SmitH’s Administration, in order to 
raise the inadequate salaries of 
teachers throughout the State, has 
been continued in Governor MILLER’s 
term. This amount should not be 
diminished. The State might give 
even more to promote equalization of 
burdens. But both parties seem to 
be committed through their candidates 
at least to the present quota. The 
candidates are also agreed that some- 
thing must be done especially for the 
country schools, in whose behalf a 
committee of farmers and educators 
is now engaged in an extensive study. 
There is therefore seemingly no dis- 
agreement as to the general State 
Policy toward education. Governor 
SMirH and Governor MILLER have 
both kept ‘‘ politics’’ out- of State 
educational policies. 

Something now needs tobe done to 
take politics out of the “ home rule ”’ 
which both would grant the schools.

Mesopotamia has known the air- 
plane as a means of transportation 
since the days of the lamented Sir 
STANLEY Maupg. As commander of 
the British expeditionary army that 
fought its way to Bagdad and occupied 
that ancient capital, he often used the 
airplane on his inspections and to keep 
engagements. In a country where the 
desert is never far away and the air 
is normally clear the airplane seems 


to be ideal for the purpose of patrol. 
A point a hundred miles distant can 
be reached in a small fraction of the 
time that cavalry would require with 
guns to gain the objective. Therefore 
it does not seem singular that the first 
experiment in policing a territory with 
military. airplanes should be made in 
Mesopotamia, and that the Oriental 
City of Bagdad should be the head- 
quarters cf the General responsible 
for preserving order among the 


natives. 

The army on the ground gives way 
to the air forces for the first time in 
mifitary administration. It is not likely 
that ‘Sir JoHN SaLMonp will have to 
call upon King Ferisut for reinforce- 
ments, unless there is a revolt in 
mandated Mesopotamia by disaffected 
Arabs. Two of the sight squadrons of 
the Royal Air Force will be equipped 
with troop-carrying planes. As native 
rebels would have to fight from the 
ground, a detachment in the air with 
machine guns would have the .dvan- 
tage, Probably there will be uo occa- 
sion for military operations. Mesopo-

under favorable conditions, The

MR. HOOVER’S VIEWS. 
Observations as to European Debts 


as Both Impolitic and inconsiderate. 


Te the Editor of The New York Times: 
Herbert Hoover’s views on the settle- 
ment of our European debts are disap- 
pointing for the following reasons: 
1, It would seem to he most impolitic 


for @-member of the aes Debt Com- 


mission to announce.publicly before dis- |: 


cussions have as yet begun that hé be- 
lieves categorically in settlement in full 
and that he -personally sees no reason 
why interest payments should be longer 
postponed. ‘ 

2. Judging from the report of the 
apeech in Tun New Yore Truss, Mr. 


Hoover lays down the law rather em- 
phatically when it is considered that 
Thomas Lamont and Mr. McKenna only 
a few days ago took the opposite posi- 
tion and other duthorities on the sub- 
ject have agreed in substance with 
them. Mr. Hoover decries arguments 
that ignore the “ time element,’’ as he 
calls-it. How, then, can he give statistics 
as to our 1921 imports and draw con- 
clusions therefrom without considering 
the very material difference that our ill- 
advised tariff will make? 

3. Mr. Hoover states that “there is 
no question as to the moral or con- 
tractual obligation.’’ He refers not at 
all to the circumstances under which 
the loans were made: The greater part 
of the advances were made by us be- 
tween the date of our entry into the 
war, April, 1917, and the following 
Spring, when first we were able to trans- 
port our troops across the sea in suf- 
ficient numbers to be of material aid. 
During this period our allies suffered 
grievous losses. They. contributed lives 
while we gave our dollars, which we 
now want returned to us with interest. 
Perhaps they, too, would like their 
losses made good to them. 

The dollars that we loaned them were 
spent here. Fifty per cent. of it proba- 
bly went as war profits to our indus- 
tries, of which, in turn, the larger part 
was taken back by our Government, that 
had made the loans, in taxes. The bal- 
ance helped very materially to stimulate 
business, raise wages and improve liv- 
ing conditions. Having once had the 
benefit, shall we insist again upon re- 
payment? 

When our soldiers reached the trenches 
they were supplied by the French with} 
guns. Just where does the distinction 
lie between firing our own ammunition 
and consuming our own supplies and 
furnishing them to our allies for con- 
sumption in ‘the same cause? It has 
been stated that the charge method was 
adopted between the Allies in order to 
facilitate proper accounting for the sup- 
plies and to fix responsibility. Shall 
the adoption of this bookkeeping pro- 
cedure lead us into abstract lectures on 
the sanctity of international obligations?

The Pedestrian’s Safety. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In order to make New York safe for pe- 
destrians, I suggest a law requiring that 
motor vehicles used for pleasure be reduced 
to a speed of fiftéen miles per hour, light 
business vehicles and delivery wagons to 
twelve miles, and trucks to ten miles, with a 
maximum limit of turning corners at not ex- 
ceading five miles an hour. This speed limit 
if made compulsory would avoid 90 per cent. 
of the accidents in this city. 

It should also be made punishable by fine 
and imprisonment for any driver of a motor 
vehicle to go within eight feet of a stand- 
ing street car and he should come to a stop, 
where a pedestrian signals that he is en- 
deavoring to board a street car. 

Frequently pedestrians boarding cars be- 
come dazed when motor cars run on both 
sides of them, one within elght feet of the 
track and the others on the tracks; they do 
not know where to go and endanger their 
lives In the endeavor to gét out of the way.

South Street, 
Jamaica, for his having tortured Mrs. 

Ja- 
maica’' on Oct..12, for the holdup. and 
robbery of Mrs. William S. Turner in 


the woods near her home at St. Albans, 
L. I., last Tuesday afternoon, and for 
other robberies. to which he: has. con- 
fessed. 

Mrs. Shultz is. the wife of a police- 
man, formerly of. the Flushing Precinct, 
who retired last Tuesday. The youth 
invaded her bedroom while she -was in 


bed, stripped off her nightgown and 
burned her body with matches to compel 
her to reveal the hiding place of her 


valuables: Mrs. Schultz tried to. get at 
Johnston when she confronted him yes- 


terday afternoon in the Jamaica police | 


station. 
‘*Oh, my God! That's the boy!” she 
exclaimed when she saw him, and ‘it 


required the efforts of two patrolmen 


to prevent her from attacking him. 

Detective Wandling and Hardén ar- 
rested Johnston “Thursday night at. his 
home after having learned that he had 
been spending money freely recently. 
Yesterday afternoon they stood ‘John- 
ston among seven other. youths at the 
station and Mrs. Schultz, who had been 
summoned with her husband, was in- 
vited to pick out her assailant. She 
picked Johnston without an instant’s 
hesitation. 

The prisoner showed no emotion when 


Mrs. Schultz recognized him. 
It was feared that Chauncey Schultz, 


bodily harm to the youth, and two 
policemen stood beside him. — Schultz, 
however, only spoke soothingly to his 
wife.

Frank Paresi,: Former Convict, 
Shot From Behind.

MURDERER . GETS ~ -AWAY: 


Cause of the Shooting a Mystery— 
“Always a Gentleman,” Says: 
His Chief, O'Malley. 


Frank Paresi, a former convict, em- 
ployed by Market Commissioner. O’Mal- 
ley as_a market supervisor, was killed 
yesterday morning by two shots from 
behind by an unknown assassin near 17 
Monroe Street. : : 

Paresi was making his rounds among 
pushcart peddlers who have recently 
caused agitation by thé charges that 
they have been subjected to heavy graft. 
The street was full.of pushcart peddlers, 
their customers and pedestrians when 
the two shots rang out. 

Several witnesses saw the .man firing 
a revolver held a few inches from the 
back of the city employe, but the crowd 


scattered fn all directions and the mur- 
derer disappeared. 


One of the first to reach the side of 
the wounded’ man was Thomas Paresi, 
who lives at 58 Catharine Street, near 
the scene of the shooting, and is $m- 
ployed as an assistant to Frank. 


“It's my brother Frank,” he ex- 
claimed. He and others carried the dy- 


ing man into a store, and he was then 
removed to the Broad Street Hospital, 
where he died. 

Neither the dead man’s brother nor 
any one in the neighborhood could throw 
any light oon the-cause for the shoot- 
ing. According to Thomas, his brother 
had no enemies and had never had any 
trouble with peddlers, 


When the fingerprints of the dead man 
were sent to Police Headquarters, they 
os that he had the following 
record: 


“* 1904, sent to the House of Correction 
for petty larceny, 1909, arrested, charged 
with assault and robbery and dis- 
charged ; 1912, given ten years in Sing 
Sing for robbery; 1920, arrested in 
Brooklyn, charged with grand larceny; 
no disposition of cases recorded,”’ 

Just how Paresi got his position with 
Commissioner O'Malley is not known, 
but it was brought out before the Meyer 
Committee that practically every super- 
visor was the selection of the, local Tam- 
many captain. When he was asked 
about Parest yesterday, Commissioner 
O'Malley said: 

‘“‘ He was always a gentleman, clean- 
cut and obedient.”’

The essential 
basis of the causes of the war, how- 
ever, is not altered by such things; it. {s 
firmly established, ‘and people must 
never hesitate from frecing it, calmly 
and with an eye to realities, from the 
bewildering outcroppings from the 
events .accompanying the outbreak of 
war, 

The general situation of the German 
Empire in the. period before the war had 
become continually more brilliant, and 
for, that very reason continually more 
difficult from the point of view of for- 
eign politics. Unprecedented progress in | 
industry, commerce and world traffic | 
had made Germany prosperous. The 
curve of our development tended steadily 
upward. P 

The concomitant of this peaceful pene- 
tration of a considerable part of the 
world’s markets, to which German dili- 
fence, and our achievements justly en- 
titled us, was bound to be disagreeable | 
to older nations of the world, particu- 
larly to England. This is quite a natu- 
ral phenomenon, having nothing remark- 
able about it. Nobody is pleased when 
a competitor suddenly appears and 
obliges one to look on while the old cus- 
tomers desert to him. For this reason I 
cannot reproach the British Empire he- | 
cause of E‘nglish {ll humor at Germany's 
progress in the world’s markets. 

Had England been able, by introduc- 
ing better commercial methods, to over- | 
come or restrict German competition, | 








she would have been quite within her | 
rights in doing so, and no objections | 
could have been made. It simply would 
have been a case of the better man win- 
ning. Im the life of nations. nobody can 
find it objectionable if two nations con- 
tend against each other ‘peacefully by 
the same methods—i. e., peaceful meth- | 
ods—yet with all their energy, daring 
and organizing ability, each striving to 
benefit itself. 

On the other hand, it is quite another | 
matter if one of these nations sees its | 
assets on the world’s balance sheet 
threatened by the industry, achievements 
and super business methods of. the other, 
and hence, not being able to “apply abil- 
ity like that of its young competitor, 
resorts to force—i. e., to. methods that 
are not those of peace but of war—in 
order to call a halt upon the other na- 
tion in its peaceful campaign of com- 
petition, or to annihilate It. 





Navy Merely. Protective. 


Our situation became more sérious 
since we were obliged to build a navy 
for the protection of our welfare, which, 
in the last analysis, was not based ‘on 
the nineteen billions, yearly to’-which 
German exports and imports amounted. 
The supposition that we’ built this navy 
for the purpose of attacking and de- 
stroying the far stronger English fleet 
is absurd, since it would have been im- 
possible for us to win a victory on the 
water because of the discrepancy be-! 
tween the two navies, Moreover, we 
were striding forward in the world 
market in accordance with our desires 
and had no cause for complaint. Why, 
then, should we wish to jeopardize the 
results of our peaceful labors? 

In France the idea of revenge had 
been sedulously cultivated ever since 
1870-1871; it was fostered, with every 
possible variation, in HMterary, political 
and military writings, in the officer 
corps, in schools, associations, political 
circles. 

I can well understand this spirit. 
Looked at from the healthy national 
standpoint, it is, after all, more honor- 
able for a nation to desire revenge for 
a blow received than to endure it with- 
out complaint. 

But Alsace-Lorraine had been German 
soil for many centuries; it was stolen 
by France and taken back by us in 
1871. as our property. Hence, a war of 
revenge which had as its alm. the,con- 
quest of thoroughly German territory 
was unjust and immoral. For. us to have 
yielded on this point would have been 
a slap in the face'to our sentiments of 
nationality and justice. Since Germany 
could never voluntarily return Alsace- 
Lorraine to France, the French dream 
could. be. realized only by means of a 
vietorious ‘war ‘which should push. for- 
ward the French boundary posts to the 
left bank of the Rhine. 

Germany; on thé contrary, had no rea~ 
son for staking what she had won in 
1870-1871, so the course for her to pur- 
sue’was to maintain peace with France, 
all the more so because of the fact that 
the combination of ‘the powers against 
the German-Austrian Dual Alliance was 
continually becoming more apparent. 
_As to Russia, the mighty empire of 
the Czars was clamoring for an outlet 
on the sea to the southward. This was 
a natural ambition and not to be harsh- 
ly judged. In addition, there was the 
Russian-Austrian conflict of influence, 
especially in Serbia, which also: con- 
cerned Germany in so far as Germany 
and. Austria-Hungary were allies. 

The Russia of the Czars, ‘moreover, 
was‘in a state of’continual internal fer- 
ment and every Czaristic Government 
had to keep the possibility of a foreign 
conflict ever. in readingss, in order al- 
ways to be -ablé to deflect! attention 
from inner ‘troubles to foreign dtfficul- 
ties; to have a’ safety valve as an outlet: 
for the passions that might lead to trour. 
ble, at home. Jee ; 

Another point was that Russia’s enor- 
mous demand for loans was met almost

twenty billions of French’ gold francs 
found their way to’ Russia,’ and France

Purpose of ‘*‘ Bncirclement.” 


Thus’ England, France and Russia 
had, though, for different reasons, an 
aim. in common, viz,’: 'tooverthrow Ger-' 
many. England wished to do .so,for 
eommercial-political reasons, France on 
account of her policy of revenge, Rus- 
sia because she was’ a Satellite of 
¥rance and also for reasons of internal 
politics and because she wished to reach 
the southern’ sea. These - three great 
nations, therefore, were bound to act 
together. The union of these-ambitions 
in @ common course of action, duly 
pianned, is.what we call the policy: of 
encirclement. 

Added to all this there was also the 
gentleman's agreement which has only 
recently come to light and has already 
been thoroughly discussed in the ‘' Ho- 
henlohe’’ chapter; . concerning ‘this 
sgreement I knew absolutely nothing 
during my reign, and the German For- 
elgn Office was..only superficially and 
unreliably informed. 

When I learned of it, I immediately 
svught information about it from Herr 
von Bethmann.: He, wrote me ae rather 
puzzling letter to the effect that there 
was surely something about. it among 
the documents of. the Foreign Office; 
that the German Ambassador at that 
time in Washington, von Holleben, had 
made some confidential report on it, to 
be sure, but had not given his source of 
information, wherefore the Foreign Of- 
fice had not’ attached any importance 
to the matter and hed not reported fur- 
ther on it to me. Hence the said agree- 
ment had actuallly no influence upon 
Germany's . policy, but it constitutes 
supplementary proof that the Anglo- 
Saxon world as far back as 1897 
ta combined against us, and thereby 
explains a number. of obstacles encoun- 
tered by Germany in her foreign policy. 
It also explains America’s attitude in 
the war. 

We were quite well acquainted, on| 
the other hand, with the Entente Cor- 
diale, its foundations and purposes, and 
it decisively influenced the course of 
our policy. 

In view of the grouping of England, 
France and Russia—three very strong 
powers—only one political course lay 
open to Germany, the threat of deciding 
Germany's future by force of arms must 
be avoided until we had securéd for 
ourselves such an economic, military, 
navel and = national-political position 
inthe world as to make it seem advis-

Sought England’s Friendship. 


Taking up once more our relations 
with England, we did everything in our 
power to bring about a rapprochement; 
we consented to the demand for limita- 
tion of naval construction, as I have 
shown in my report of Haldane’s visit 
to ‘Berlin:.,.I went so far as to try to 
utilize my family connections. But in 
vain. The actions of King Edward 
VII. are explained by the simple fact 
tnat he was an Englishman and was 
trying to bring to realization the plans 
of his Government. Maybe the political 
ambitions of the King, who did not 
begin to reign-until well along in years, 
contributed to this. 

We certainly did all that was possible 
to ‘meet England half way, but it was 
vséless, because the German export fig- 
ures showed an increase; naturally we 
could not limit our world commerce in 
order to satisfy England. That would 
have been asking too much. 

As regards our policy toward England, 
we have been much blamed for having 
refused the offer of an alliance made 
us by Chamberlain, the English Colonial 
Minister, toward’ the close of the ’00s. 
This matter, however, was far. different 
in character, on closer inspection, from 
what it was represented as being. 

First, Chamberlain brought a letter 
with him from the English Premier, 
Salisbury, to Billow, in which the’ Eng- 
lish Prime Ministér declared that Cham- 
berlain was dealing on his own account 
only, that the English Cabinet was not 
behind him. This, to be. sure, might 
have meant the adoption of a course that 
was diplomatically permissible, giving 
the English Cabinet, which. was respon- 
sible to Parliament, a free hand; but it 
turned. out later,. be it remarked, that 
the Liberal. group in. England was at 
that tinte hostile to a German-English 
alliance, 

Nevertheless; in view of the fact that 
there was a possibility that the course 
adopted ‘was a‘ mere diplomatic formal- 
ity—that Chamberlain might, have been 
sent. on. ahead and complete-freedom of 
action retained for the English Cabinet, 
which ‘is a favorite method: in, London— 
Prince Biilow, with my consent, went 
thoroughly: into the matter with Cham- 
berlain. 

It transpired then that the -English- 
German alliance -was aimed unduestion- 
ably against Russia. Chamberlain spoke 
directly about a war to be waged later 
by England and Germany against Rus- 
sia.. Prince Btilow, in full agreement 
with me, declined politely -but emphat- 
ically thus to disturb the peace of ‘Eu- 
rope. In so doing he was but following 
the example of the great Chancellor, for 
Prince Bismarck coined ‘the -phrase—I 
myself have heard it repeatedly in the 
Bismarck family circle: ‘' Germany must 
never become England’s dagger on the 
European ‘Continent.’’.; 5’? ~ 

So we did nothing further at that timie 
than to” go straight ahead. with our 
policy, viz,: wé refused all agreements 
which might lead to a war which was 
not based.directly on the defense.of our 
native soil. The refusal of the Cham- 
berlain offet {8 a: proof of ‘the German’ 
love of péace.” : 

As ‘to France, we sought™ to bring 
about an endurable state of. affairs. 
This was difficult, for, in French eyes,: 
we were the arch-enemy and it Was 
impossible for tis -to .acquiesce: in’ the 
demands inspired by. the. policy of -re~ 
venge.

And certainly his long interpretation 
of the history of his times, which is| 
published today or tomorrow, is not 
altogether devoid of truth.

Lichnowsky, then Ambassador 
in London, seems to think that Ger- 
many put off signature.in hope.of get- 
ting the unqualified pledge of British 
neutrality. in a Oontinental. war, which 
had. been. sought in connection with the 
Haldane mission of 1912. Whatever. the 
reason, it appears that the Germans 
were to blame for the postponement cf 
signature of these treaties, by which 
England would have. divided. up with 
Germany pretty much all there was left 
to..divide. 


They Thought They Could Win. 


But Germany’s ‘proper ‘‘ share in the 
management of the world ’’ was another 
matter. It. is quite clear from the ac- 
tions and the private statements of the 
leading German personages, including 
the Kaiser, in the Austro-Serbian crisis 
of July, 1914, that the Germans thought 
they had at that time ‘such a position 
in the world as to make it seem ad- 
visable to our opponents to refrain from 
seeking a decision by arms.”’ They 
thought they were strong enough to tell 
everybody to stand aside while the 
Balkans were reconstructed for the 
benefit of Austria. ‘ 

And this, indeed, was the character 
of: German policy from, 1905. on—indeed, 
one might say from the Kruger tele- 
gram of 1896. Germany wanted the de- 
eisive voice. not only in the. apportion- 
ment, but in the managemént of the 
world. The: abortive’ efforts. fo inter- 
fere in the affairs of the: Transvaal in 
1896, drid in thése, of the Philippines in 
1898, ‘were followed by the more or’ less 
successful incursions into Moroccan 
politics in 1905 and 1911, and the bril-

What the ex-Kaiser says today | 
he said in a’score of speeches during 
those years; that Germany wanted to 
be so strong that nobody would dare 
dispute her judgment in world affairs. 
And when it: turned out that everybody 
disagreed with her, as at Algeciras, he 
takes great credit to himself for not 
starting’ a war about it. 
'* Why should we wish to. jeopardize 
the results .of our. peaceful labors?’’ 
William asks in the discussion of Anglo- 
German ¢ommercial rivalry. Why in- 
deed?. A great many. people have asked 
that question, and a great many Ger- 
mans thought at the time that:it was 
a policy of dubious.wisdom. But-there 
were other Germans who thought that 
mere foreign trade was not enough; 
Germany must have a colonial empire 
like England and France, and there was 
still rankling the old notion that to get 
colonies by treaty with. England was. to 
depend on England’s charity. Quite 
aside from yearnings for the iron fields 
of French Lorraine, the Belgian coast, 
Poland and the Baltic provinces, which 
were let loose by the war, a’ great/ many 
Germans thought that. they must. have 
great extra-European colonies like all 
the other powers that were in good so- 
ciety; to say nothing of the feeling (em- 
bodied in law at the beginning of 1914) 
that German emigrants, no matter what 
alien citizenship they might have taken 
on, must still remain German subjects. 
Tirpitz, lamenting that in. the great 


| procession of 14,000 German-Americans 


held in New York in 1902 in honor of 
Prince Henry nearly all. would have 
stood by America: rather than by Ger- 
many in a crisis, is a typical specimen 
of this sort of Pan-Germanism.- The 
legitimate aims of Germany could cer-

Not Bismarck’s Idea. 


As for the aims of the Entente, some

| stantinople and Austria Saloniki. 


Aus- 
tria-Hungary- was an anachronistic po-

Moltke declared, and Bismarck agreed 
with him; that Metz and Strasbourg 
were necessary to the defense ‘of South- 
ern Germany. This once decided, it 
was explained for the effect on public 
opinion that this was merely a reunion 
of German provinces with the Father- 


land. William must’ have known that, 
as he could hardly have been ignorant 
of’the fact,. that during the discussions 
of the Army bill in the Reichstag in 
1913 Foreign Minister’ Jagow admitted 
that ‘‘in -Alsace-Lorraine we stand in 
the enemy's country ’’"—after forty-two 
years of Germanization. 


France As a Sure Enemy. 


It is well known that Bismarck, after 
the French ‘recovery in. the seventies 
and the building up of the French Army, 
regarded France as the great enemy, 
and considered,.that some day Germany 
would have to fight another war to 
crush France. He almost did it in 
1875; later he cooled off a little, but 
still regarded the diplomatic isolation 
of Franee as the great objective of 
German policy. Under William this 
was changed; there was an alternation 
of crises suddenly provoked, and of con- 
temptuously condescending marks of the 
imperial favor. Until. Tangier and 
Agadir the French were slowly coming 
to take less interest in the lost prov- 
inces, if not to forget them; they 
might. have been forgotten some day if 
the Germans had known how to deal 
with the French. But, as an Austrian 
diplomat observed to a German col- 
league, ‘every time the French begin 
to forget -their revanche you give them 
a kick or two to remind them of it,’’ 
And it will be remembered that when 
William mentioned the one notable in- 
stance of Franco-German understand- 
ing in the decade: preceding the war— 
the Moroccan agreement of 1909—it was 
only’ to express indignation that the 
French should have decorated his Am- 
bassador and Foreign Minister as a mark 
of their satisfaction at the settlement. 

And then, to cap all this proof of the 
‘‘ encirclement’ of Germany, William 
brings up once more the Anglo-French- 
American ‘‘ gentlemen’s agreemen”’ of 
1897 discovered by Professor Usher. It 
proves that ‘‘the Anglo-Saxon world 
as far back as 1897 had combined 
against us, and thereby explains a num- 
ber of obstacles encountered by Ger- 
many in her foreign policy,’” as well as 
America’s attitude in the war. This 
* agreement ’’.» was -d sed the 
comment on the chapter ‘in- which the 
Kaiser first. mentioned it; one weed only 
obsérve now that {ft certainly ‘expiains 
one thing, the reasoning powers and po- 
litical understanding of William Hohen- 
zollern. 

There will be more of these ex-im- 
perial arguments tomorrow; but they all 


depend on the one céntral thesis— 


“*the essential basis of the causes of 


the war is firmly established, and peo- 
ple- must never hesitate to. free it, 
calmly and with an eye to realities, from 
the. bewildering . outcroppings of the 
events accompanying the outbreak of 
the war.’’ A plea_of confession and 
avoidance, the most authoritative ad- 
mission that has yet come from one of 
the men who controlled Germany in 
July, 1914, that the German case, on 
the evidence of the record, is indefen- 
sible. 


CLEVELAND FIRM SUED 


Daugherty Seeks Recovery of 
$454,188 on Defaulted Notes 
—Other Suits to Follow. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Return to 
the Government of $454,188 in connection 
with war contracts was asked In a suit 
filed at the direction of Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty in the Federal courts at 
Cleveland, Ohio, today against the 
Cleveland Brass and Copper Mills, Inc., 
and their_sureties, the Fidelity and De- 
posit Company of Maryland. 

The suit was said here to have resulted 
from. failure of the company to meet the 
first -of several notes totaling the 
amount stipulated in the bill-and ten- 
dered by the company in ‘settlement of 
certain claims presented by the Govern- 
ment. shortly after the armistice in 1918. 
Default was made in the payment of in- 
terest on the notes, it was alleged, as 
well as: payment of the first and second 
notes, which matured on Jan. 1, 1921, 
and: Jan. 1, 1922, respectively. 

Foreclosure of a mortgage lien against 
the plant of the Cleveland company was 
asked in the suit, which was entered 
in equity. /A long bill of complaint set 
forth .the whole transaction in detail, 


alleging that the company became in- 
debted to the United States in the course 
of negotiating contracts, gave notes in 
payment of the indebtedness and. after- 
ward made default. 

The Attorney General announced that 
this was one of a series of similar suits 
to recover on war contracts which will 
be filed on behalf of the Government, 
possibly within the next month. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 20.—Suit for 
$454,188 was filed against the Cleveland 
Brass and Copper Mills today by Fed- 
eral District Attorney E. Wertz to 
collect on notes and bonds given by the 
company © durin the -war to obtain 
money and machinery advanced by the 
Government, to aid in the manufacture 
of war materials.

PLANS FOR OUR EVACUATION. 


Marines Will Be Concentrated and 
Maintenance of Order Given.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 20.—The 
American Government's plan for the 
evacuation of Santo Domingo by Amer-— 
ican marines was announced today by 
Secretary Hughes, who stated that the 
new provisional Government, to be head-— 
ed by Juan Batista Vicini Burges as 
provisional President, would be formally 
installed tomorrow. : 
Rear Admiral Samuel S. Robison, 
U. S..N., the American Military Gov- 
ernor of the Dominican Republic, today . 
issued a proclamation in Santo Do- 
mingo announcing the decision of the 


United States Government in this re- - 


spect. At the same time Secretary 
Hughes made public the text of -the 
Robison proclamation. f 

The new provisional Government is 
being installed to enable the Dominican 
people to carry out such legislative re- 
forms as they may desire and to make 
such amendments to thefr constitution 
as they may deem appropriate, as well 
as to hold general elections for the fn- 
stallation of a subsequent permanent 
Government, without the intervention of 
the authorities of the United Siates. 


To Give Up the National Palace. 


Upon the installatién of the provisional 
Government tomorrow the executive de- 
partments of the Dominican Republic 
will be turned. over to the Dominican 
Cabinet Ministers appointed by the new 
provisional President, and the military 
Government in Santo Domingo will at 
the same time deliver to the provisional 
Government the National Palace. 

At the same time the American mili- 
tary forces will be concentrated in one, 
two or three places to be designated by 
the provisional President. and from that 
time peace and order will be maintained 
by the Dominican police, except in case 
of serious disorders which-in the opinion 
of the provisional President and the 
military Government cannot be sup- 
pressed by the Dominican National 


Police. 

The inauguration of the Provisional 
President is in accord with tke plan for 
evacuation of Dominican territory by 
American forces tentatively agreed 

fn Washington last Summer with, 
monbers of a Dominican commission,» 
So that the American Government might 
be advised without delay whether the 
tentative agreement with certain of the 
Dominican political leaders would meet 
with the approval of the majority of 
the Dominican people, President Hard- 
ing last July appointed Sumner Welles 
of New York, wro resigned as Chief of 
the Latin-American Division of the 
State Department on March 15 last, a 
Commissioner with the rank of Minister 
and sent him to Santo Domingo. 

Minister Welles was instructed to in- 
vestigate and report upon political com- 
ditions and aera ~ views of bow 
Dominican people respecting an ap 
priate agreement with the American 
Government, as a result of which the 
American marines might be withdrawn. 


The Robison Proclamation. 


The text of the Robison proclamation 
was made public here as follows: 

“« Whereas the plan of evacuation of 
the territory of the Dominican Repu 
by the American forces of occupation 
tentatively agreed to in Washington, 


Don Elias Brache, Hijo, on behalf of 
tre Dominican people, and has been of- 
ficially published by the Commissioner 
of the President of the United States 
in the Dominican Republic; and 

‘Whereas the Government of the 
United States is convinced that a great 
majority of the Dominican people favors 
the execution of this plan of evacua- 
tion; 

“Wow, theréfore, I, Samuel S. Robi- 
son, Rear Admiral, United States Navy, 
Military Governor of the Dominican Re~ 
public, acting under the authority and 
by direction of the Government of the 
United States, declare and announce to 
all concerned, in accordance with the 
provisions of Article I. of the said plan 
of evacuation, that on Oct. 21. 1922, 
there will be installed a provisional Gov- 
ernment of the Dominican Republic for 
the purpose of promulgating legislation 
to regulate the holding of elections, to 
provide for the reorganizing of the pro- 
vincial and municipal Governments and 
to enable the Dominican people to make 
such amendments to the Constitution as 
they may deem appropriate, and hold: 
general elections without the interven- 
tion of military government, and. 
provisional Government will order sueh 
further powers and duties as are speci- 
fied in the plan of evacuation. 

‘“The provisional Government of the 
Dominican Republic will assume, from 
the date of its installation. admi ra- 
tive powers to carry out freely the 
aforesaid purposes; and the said pro- 
visional Government, from that date, 
will alone be responsibie for its. acts. 
The provisional Government, the mem- 
bers of which. have been elected in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Article 
Il. of the plan of evacuation. will be 
constituted as follows: [Here follows 
the list of the members of the provisional 
Government with the/ office held . by 
each.] : 

“Upon taking office the’ rrovisional 
President and the members of the Cab- 
inet will take the following oath of 
office, agreed upon by the members 
of the commission by whom they were — 
elected, before the Supreme Court of 
Justice: 5 

“**T do solemnly swear that I will well 
and faithfully discharge the duties of 
the office on which I am about to 
enter; that I will enforce the plan of 
evacuation agreed upon June 30, 1922; 
that I will abide by the regulations, and 
conditions placed upon the exercise of 
provisional Government by the commis- 
sion which agreed to the plan of evacua- 
tion: that I will do all within my power 
to further the re-establishment of con-. 
stitutional normality and the restora- 
tion of a constitutional Government: 
and that I will obey and cause to be 
pena ee the laws of the republie; so help

ITALIAN ANTIQUES ON VIEW. [Gets $25,000 FOR SHIN BONE!|- 


Panelings From Villa Once the Home 
of Boccaccio at Clarke’s. 


An unusual collection of Italian and 
Spanish antiques, most of them dating 


‘back to the fifteenth and sixteenth cen- 


turies, was put on view yesterday at 
43 East Fifty- 
eighth Street, where they will remain 
open to the public until next Wednesday, 
when they are to be sold. The collec- 
tion is the property of Nicholas Martin, 
well known as an Italian art antiqua- 
rian, 

The largest pieces in the exhibit as 
well as the most interesting, perhaps, 
are the carved wood panelings, door- 
Ways and windows taken from the U- 
brary of the Villa Palmieri in Florence, 


Italy, one of the most noted of Italian 
Villas dating back to the fifteenth cen- 
tury. The villa was at one time the 
home of Boccaccio, and it was here that 
he wrote the Decameron. The villa now 
belongs to James W. Ellsworth of this 
city and Cleveland. The panels and 
woodwork of heavily carved walnut are 
colored in green and gold bronze leaf 
and there are two doorways and thrce 
windows. These are not to be sold until 
nhext Saturday. 

Many old velvet vestments and em- 
broiderigs collected by Mr. Martin dur- 
ing the last twenty years, several of the 
most valuable having been purchased 
during the war, are in the collection. 
These include old chassubules, lambre- 
queins, copes and dalmatics, several 
embroidered on cloth of gold as well as 
those done on velvet. 

One of the finest pieces in the group 
of late sixteenth century Italian furni- 
ture is a large walnut credenza with its 
original wrought iron handles and lock 
and huge key. Most of the things have 
come from hurd hes in Spain and Italy 
or fron monasteries and convents. There 
are four or five large bronze altar 
lamps and some incense burners. 

Two panel® from the reredos in the 
Church of San Pedro at Victoria, Spain, 
in carved wood and polychrome done in 
high relief, add interest to the exhibit. 
The reredos was donated by the people 
of Victoria in 1690 and carved by e 
artist Cerrugio. It was dismantled some 
fifteen years ago and brought to this 
city as the priests had been forced to 
sell it for needed repairs to the church. 

Several of the most valuable hangings 
and tapestries on view came from the 
cathedrals in Lisbon and were procured 
during the revolution in Portuga

Recovery in the stock market; rather 
irregularly distributed, attractéd. most’ 
of Wall Street’s attention yesterday.

COUNCIL) BLUFFS, Ia., Oct. 20.— 
Twenty-four of forty-one railway mail 
clerks charged with stealing from the 
mails at the Union Pacific Terminal 
here appeared .today pefore* United 
States Commissioner: Byres. and were 
bound over to a Federal Grand Jury 
under bonds ranging from $250 to $1,500. 
All surrendered ‘voluntarily and others 
for whom warrants have. been issued are 
expected to do likewise. 

Twenty-one of those arraigned pleaded 
guilty and three, James McCullom, 
George McElvery and Charles Nusbaum 
of Council Bulffs, pleaded. not guilty.

DIER CHARGES BIAS HERE. 


Court Reserves Decision on Applica 
tion for Changé of Venue. 


Supreme Court Justice O’Malley re- 
served decision yesterday on the‘ appli- 
cation of Elmore D. Dier, member of 
the bankrupt brokerage firm of B. D. 
Dier & Co., for a change of venue for 
trial on sixteen indictments. Dier says 
he cannot get a fair trial in New York 


City on account of the prejudice created 
against him. His attorney, W. M. 
Olcott, argued that a newspaper crusade 
had. been conducted against Dier, which, 
he &aid, was the ‘‘ most virulent’”’ in 
his experience since the days of the 
prosecution of Jake Sharp in the Broad- 
way street car scandal. Mr. Olcott 
blamed not only the newspapers but the 
District Attorney’s office and ‘‘ higher 
| financial interests ’"’ acting in sympathy 
with the New York Stock Exchanke. 

Assistant District Attorney Pecora said 
in reply that the 473 affidavits sub- 
mitted in support of Dier’s contention 
of bias: were entitled to no credence. 
He submitted affidavits by two notaries 
who said they took acknowledgments 
from Bryant Park bencners, in» Union 
Square and on the South Street water- 
front. He pointed out that changes of 
venue had been denied in the Hyde and 
Brindell cases, and that they made out 
equally strong claims for a change but 
got a fair trial. . 





Advances’ Continue to Be Shown in 
Many o* the Foodstuffs.

STEEL MILLS RAISE WAGES. 


Labor Shortage Is the Cause— 
Courts Offer Work to Culprits. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 20.—So acute 
is the situation resulting from the 
ehortage of common labor in steel mills 
that operators of big steel concerns in 


the Pittsburgh - Youngstown - Wheeling 
district will advance the wages for that 
class of labor 10 per cent., effective 
Nov. 1, it is reliably reported here. 
The steel mills just now are operating 
at only 75 -per cent. capacity, wHereas 
they could be working at 90 per cent. if 
sufficient labor could be obtained. 
Because of the higher wages being 
paid for this classs of work by mine 
operators and railroads, many liabdrers 
have left the steet mills for the better 
paying organizations. 
_ Unusual means are being employed to 
increase the number of common laborers 
in the steel mills. Police Court Magis- 
trates and burgesses in steel towns ad- 
jacent to Pittsburgh in many instances 
are offering to prisoners arrested for 
minor offenses the choice of going to 
work in the steel mills or going to jail.

learned here yesterday, to abolish what | 


are known'-as State agents and operate 
exclusively with general prohibition 
agents, eelected: solely for their ability 
and honesty and without regard to po- 
litical affiliations. The change, it was 
understood, is to be put into effect when 


E. C. Yellowley, now chief of general 
agents, comes here from Washington on 
Nov. 1 to take. charge as acting director 
for this State. With Mr. Yellowley 
will come G. J. Simons, who has been 
division chief for the Washington dis- 
trict. Mr. Simons, it has been an- 
nounced from Washington, will become 
chief enforcement agent, succeeding 
John 8. Parsons, who has resigned for 
business reasons to. become effective on 
Oct. 31. 

The status of Zone Chief John D. Ap- 
pleby, it appeared yesterday, has not 
yet been definitely determined, though 
Mr. Appleby said that he understood 
that he was to-remain in New York. 

Persons in a position to know say that 
the Republican politicians in this State 
have refused to. recommend the appoint- 
ment of a Director to succeed Ralph 

. Day, who is getting out early in 
November to devote all his time to his 
business interests, and have also tired 
of the job of recomménding for appoint- 
ment enforcement agents and minor of- 
ficials.

ROBINSON ADMITS 
HAZING M’GREGOR 


Midshipman Denies Ordering Stunt 
Which Brought on Collapse— 
Testimony Involves Others.

ANNAPOLIS, Oct.. 20.—After the 
prosecution ‘finished presenting the testi- 
mony of its witnesses in the court- 
martial of Midshipman Brucé H. Robin-, 
son, charged with - hazing William H. 


McGregor of the fourth~class, the ac- 
cused eidshipman went on the stand 
this afternoon and, admitting portions 
cf the charges, denied that he had been 
extreme and insisted he had nothing to 
do with the last stunt required, the 
‘“asymptote,’’ which was the direct 
cause of the plebe’s complete physical 
cullapse. 

Robinson was partly confirmed by the 
testimony of other midshipmen, especi- 
ally by Midshipman Edward R. Ponvert 
of the fourth class, who hails from 
brooklyn. McGregor testified he was 
inot sure that. Robinson had given. the 
final. order .and also tHat he thought 
cther midshipmen came into the -room 
during the hazing. 

Ponvert named upper classmen who 

were in the room with Robinson... Two of 
these, Calvin H. Mann of Colorado and 
Nevett Steele of Philadelphia, ihe 
called as witnesses, but declined t 
answer questions on the ground that 
the answers might tend to incriminate 
| them, 
Ponvert was not sure the final hazing 
| stunt was ordered by Robinson and was 
inclindd to reduce the time taken by the 
stunts. All the witnesses agreed ‘that 
| the requirements were not’ severe. in 
themselves and that they were ended 
when McGregor indicated that he was 
tired, 

Robinson said he did order McGregor 
to do the stunt known as “ sitting on 
infinity,’’ and, after a rest, required 
him to do the ‘‘ stoep fall.” After the 
completion of the ‘‘ stoop fall'’ other 
| midshipmen came into his room and he 
| talked with them and did not notice 
McGregor. Other testimony showed that 
Robinson assisted McGregor in his quar- 
ters the next morning and related acts 
of kindness and helpfulness Robinson 
had done to under-classmen, 
| ‘Three more midshipmen, making eight 
in all, were placed under arrest today 
and sent to the ship because of facts; 
| deduced by the Board of Investigation. 
Testimony before the court-martial 
seems likely to enmesh a large propor- 
| tion of the first class. 


DEFIES KING ALEXANDER. 


| Prince George of Serbia Rejects the 
Offer of a $12,000-a-Year Pension. 


BELGRADE, Oct. 20 (Associated 
| Press).—Prince George, the eldest son 


of the late King Peter of Jugoslavia, 
and until March, 1909, heir to what was 
then the Serbian throne, appeared before 
the Jugoslav Cabinet today and refused 
the offer of his younger brother, King 
Alexander, of a civil list of 600,000 
dinars, approximately $12,000. 

Prince George read a declaration ‘be- 
fore the members of the Cabinet saying 
that the amount suggested would not 
suffice to pay his debts and. support 
him in accordance with his rank. - As 
a prince of the royal house, he said, 
he considered himself entitled to live 
alrrost in the same style as-the King. 
Under no condition, he sdid, would ‘he 
accept his brother’s order to retire to 
Nish, Serbia. He declared that accept- 
ace of such an order. would dishonor 
him and was equivalent to being in- 
terned. 

A lively exchange of words took place 
between certain Ministers and the 
prince in the course of the meeting. M. 
Prebitchivitch, Minister of Public In- 
struction, referred to him as a revolu- 
tionary. To this the prince retorted: 

“It is you who are the revolution-
